Evervbody Out Of Slep But Hoffa 


James R. Hotta is reported to ha\e said, 
“ To hell with them” when asked to com­ 
ment on the Senate Rackets Committee’s 21 
counts against him and two of his chief 
assistants in the Teamsters Union. 
He could not have summed up his alti­ 
tude more concisely. 
This is why President Eisenhower had con­ 
cluded it was necessary to make a special 
presentation of the problem personified by 
the leadership of the Teamsters Union. It 
is why Hoffa and his lieutenants in this vnst 
union have become symbols of the labor 
problem in the United States. 
If their contempt for all constituted author­ 
ity 
cannot 
be 
challenged 
successfully, 
it 
could very well be as the Rackets Commit­ 
tee warned it might be in its closing report 
The decent labor movement in the United 
States might be destroyed, 
There would be no room for decency — no 
reward for being decent. It must be remem­ 
bered in this connection that the president 
of the Teamsters already has fallen out with 
many other unionists and is in a position to 
compete with them on the issue of his kind 
of unionism vs. their kind. 
He has played a prominent role in the lob­ 
bying to keep Congress from enacting a 
strong labor reform bill. He personifies the 
same defiant leadership that John L. I^ ewis 
exerted in the ’30s when he split with the 
.American Federation of Labor, formed the 
Committee for Industrial Organization, then 
used it to whittle away the strength of the old­ 
er organization while showing his contempt 
then and later for public authority and pub­ 
lic opinion 


The president of the Teamsters is not only 
a problem and a symbol for the government, 
which in effect has licensed him to teh 
it to go to hell and refuse to cooperate with 
it 
He is a problem and a symbol for the 
union movement in the United States. If his 
views prevail, unionism will undergo a kind 
of Gresham’s law that bad currency drives 
good currency into hiding. 
The only way to outdo Hoffa will be the 
classical way of out-Heroding Herod — to be 
more like Herod than Herod, himself. 
This is why President Eisenhower is in the 
national debate over labor reform. It is why 
the Senate Rackets Committee is recapitulat­ 
ing what it has learned. It is why James 
R, Hoffa is the most discussed figure on the 
contemporary scene. 
Here is no powder-puff debate on an aca­ 
demic qiie.stion. hut a crossroads decision 
about the America labor movement. If it 
cannot be held answerable for its action, 
it will lose the benefit of the tolerance that 
has enabled it to grow under a system of 
federal licensing administered by the Na­ 
tional Labor Relations Board and the courts. 
That would be a glum day for unionism. 
It would be a glum day for the United 
Stales. 
Warned by his fellow Americans that he 
was fooling with disaster, Mr. Hoffa’s com­ 
ment was, ‘‘To hell with them.”

Miilti-Billioii-Dollar Peace Prize 


Flaws Seen In iMoscow-Peiping Axis

TJberaiion is a dedication to ac- 


The prize that awaits peacemakers in the 


mid-20th century’ is worth working for. It is 


coveted as much by Premier Khrushchev as 


by President Eisenhower. 


It is the multi-billion-dollar saving that 
could be brought about if the only two po­ 
tential warmakers dared to call off thei/ 
armament race 


Beyond that would be the billions that 
could be saved by all the lesser nations which 
do not have it withiq their power to initiate 
war or enforce peace, though their fate is 
tied to the decisions of the potential war­ 
makers. 
If as little as halt the spending that un­ 
derwrites the armament race could be divert­ 
ed into more useful purposes for the next 
five years, it would mark the dawn of a 
golden era 
With the money that would be released for 
constructive spending, all the highways, ho.s- 
pjtals and other public improvements now 
under consideration could be built without 
debt. 
Or if by some still greater miracle, all mil­ 
itary spending could be diverted to other 
purposes, this could be done and taxes cut 
so drastically that available buying power 


for consumer goods would be increased by 
as much as 25 per cent. 
The Union of Socialist Soviet Republics, 
plagued by a chronic shortage of consumer 
goods, has an even livelier interest in the 
possibility of armament cutbacks than the 
United States 
The aim would not be the one that preoc­ 
cupied the great nations in the ’20s, when 
they believed total disarmament should be 
the ultimate goal. There is no current intcr- 
e.iit in total disarmament but only in control 
over armament, to keep its punitive cost from 
breaking the backs of those who must bear 
the burden. 
This is one point on w'hich the United States 
and Russia share a common viewpoint. They 
must bear the main burden for the arms 
race that has grown out of the tension their 
cold war has generated. They have an equal 
interest in any proposal that might keep the 
burden from crushing them. 
Their ideological differences, it must be as­ 
sumed. will remain irreconcilable 
But it 
does not have to be assumed that they cannot 
break the deadlock which is costing the Unit­ 
ed States 39 billion dollars in the current 
budget and is imposing an even heavier bur­ 
den on the Russian economy 


Politics (^ an’t Be Left Out Of It 


If It were possible to lea\e politics out of 


the actions of a politician, this would be the 


time to do it — while Vice Presdent Nixon's 


\isit to the Soviet Union is being appraised 


But politics can’t be left out of anything 


that Richard Nixon does, because he is the 
most intensely political personality of the 
day and will be more so as President Eisen­ 
hower moves toward the date of his own 
mandatory retirement from politic.«. 
This 
has galled the vice president’s 
op­ 
ponents both inside and outside his 
own 
party since he was tapped for political prom­ 
inence as the running mate of the Republican 
party’s shoo-in candidate in 1952. Rarely in 
U.S. history has anyone been given a greater 
opportunity to shine in presidential politics. 
But the significant thing about Richard 
NTxon — politically — is that he shone In 
every 
assignment he has drawn, he has 
turned in a distinguished performance. He 
IS the despair of opponents who wait for him 
to stumble so they can push him out of sight.

Once upon a time there were two famed 
world leaders who were in a “ lather” strug­ 
gling to break up the ice age. One was Ni­ 
kita. the Needier, an imperious dictator whose

was law to millions. The other 
was 
Richard the Rover, a young man who had

confidence, oratory and a 
one-two 
punch. 


The eyes of the world were upon them as 
they met, smiled, snapped and wisecracked 
Each one said. “ I’m ahead” as the stupend­ 
ous spectacle concluded, positive the universe 
was being held spellbound. 
Rut, lo. at the climax of the performance, 
which had drawn all the agencies of com­ 
munication. publicity, propaganda and diplo­

THE GLOBAL C H EERS switched from the 
world leaders to a boy and girl. Moscow and 
Washington suddenly gave way to a garden 
in Verona. The bands went from “ Hail to 
the Chief” to “ A Pretty Girl Is Like a 
Melody” Shakespeare. Irving Berlin. Rod­ 
gers & Hammerstein, Aesop and Hans Chri.s- 
tian Anderson gave the Men of the Hour 
“ the bum’s rush," 
To Nikita’s “ You can’t do this to me” 
came “ Izzat so’ ” from a pink babe known 
as Cupid. Two kids named Steve and Anne 
Marie had stolen the show . 
A Norwegian village had snatched the spot­ 
light from Moscow. Novosibirsk. Leningrad, 
Warsaw and Geneva. 
Three words, “ I love you” drowned out a 
million on war, politic.«, air bases and atomic 
destruction. 


Whether asked to go stumping for the Re­ 
publican party in a lost-cause election, as he 
did last fall, or to represent the United States 
in a formal function abroad, as he and Mrs 
Nixon did in London last November, he left 
no doubt of his ability to perform his mission 
with dignity and brilliance. 
And since the Nixons, man and wife, are 
the present essence of politics, this would 
seem to be the time to observe that their 
success as a team is derived from the rare.st 
of political traits — one that all politicians 
treasure but few politician.s posses.s.

Some view the alliance as weak 
and as of little importance Other.« 
consider it the backbone of inter­ 
national Communism 
T^ ie truth 
probably lies somewhere in be­ 
tween. 
Because of geography, expansion­ 
ism and internal power structures, 
China and Russia have been in fre­ 
quent conflict situations during the 
modern period and even betöre 
The underdeveloped frontier zones 
of Manchuria. Mongolia and Sin 
kiang are coveted 
by

and 
these ambitions are not easily miti­ 
gated. 
It may be that in the long .Nweep 
of history the Moscow - Peiping 
partnership is temporary, that it 
will break down quickly under the 
stresses and strains to come. How­ 
ever, for the moment the partner­ 
ship is a fact that the free world 
must face. It can be destroyed but 
it cannot be wished away 


RED CHINA is obviously dis-'^at- 
isfied with the amount of assi>t- 
ance it is receiving from the Soviet 
Union Despite grandiose claims of 
industrialization, the Peiping re­ 
gime is still dependent upon Rus­ 
sia for heavy machinery and for 
the larger implements of war — 
planes, tanks, heavy artillery, roll­ 
ing stock, vehicles and so on And. 
with famine stalking the Chine-e 
mainland this year after devastat­ 
ing floods and the breakdown of 
the communes. Peiping unquestion­ 
ably will try til obtain grains and 
other foodstuffs from the Soviet 
Union 
For the present. Red China has 
no choice. A slight amount of help 
may come from the satellites and 
even from free world countries 
which falsely believe they see a 
huge and prosperous market in 
Communist China. But Russia must 
be the major supplier or there will 
be no supplies. As long as mainland 
China 
remains under Red rule 
there is no substitute for reliance 
upon the Soviet. 


RU SSIA’S ATTITUDE does not 
appear to support the building of a 
strong China in the shortest period 
of time. Naturally, the Soviet gives 
lip service to Peiping’s cause in

A'ear of No-Summer." 
.American Indians used a similar 
phenological approach, according 
to Dr. Wang, and planted corn

What do I mean — “ away back 
there"” It wa.«n’t that long ago It 
was only because in my hometown 
they kept the racks long after they 
had been removed in other towns. 


T can recall the agony of stumbl­ 
ing into one of them the night of 
the class fight when I was a fresh­ 
man in high school — and that 
wasn't “ away back there” by any 
means. World War I was over and 
“ normalcy” had been restored. 


But things have been happening 
in general taster than they have 
been happening to the downtown 
areas of towns and cities in this 
part of the country. There is lost 
time to be made up Some theories 
about what would and would not be 
true in mid-century are having to 
be revised. 
For instance, “ downtown” didn't 
die the way some of the worry 
wart.s were sure it would when the 
shopping c e n t e r s proliferated. 
There is no reason it cannot pros­ 
per. because it is, after all, tho 
original and still the biggest shop­ 
ping center of all. 
But something needs to be done 
to restore the zing and zest it used 
to have when everybody went there 
on Saturday night This is not be­ 
yond the realm of possibility It is 
not, in truth, even a far stretch of 
the imagination 
There’s 
nothing 
wrong 
with 
downtown that would not be for­ 
gotten in a hurry with a little shift 
of emphasis here and there. In To­ 
ledo. if the experiment works out. 
it could be as simple as making 
automobiles stay on the side streets 
and closing the season on pedes­ 
trians.

Hoffa is reported to have said, 
"To hell with them ” when asked to com ­ 
ment on the Senate Rackets Committee's 21 
counts against him and two of his chief 
assistants in the Team sters Union. 
He could not have summed up his atti­ 
tude more concisely. 
This is why President Eisenhower had con­ 
cluded it was necessary to make a special 
presentation of the problem personified by 
the leadership of the Teamsters Union 
It 
is why Hoffa and his lieutenants in this vast 
union have become symbols of the labor 
problem in the United States. 
lf their contempt for all constituted author­ 
ity 
cannot 
be 
challenged 
successfully, 
it 
could very well be as the Rackets Commit­ 
tee warned it might be in its closing report 
The decent labor movement in the United 
States might he destroyed 
There would be no room for decency — no 
reward for being decent. It must be rem em ­ 
bered in this connection that the president 
of the Team sters already has fallen out with 
many other unionists and is in a position to 
compete with them on the issue of his kind 
of unionism vs. their kind. 
He has played a prominent role in the lob­ 
bying to keep Congress from 
enacting 
a 
strong labor reform bill. He personifies the 
same defiant leadership that John L. Lewis 
exerted in the '30s when he split with the 
American Federation of Labor, formed the 
Committee for Industrial Organization, then 
used it to whittle away the strength of the old­ 
er organization while showing his contempt 
then and later for public authority and pub­ 
lic opinion 


The president of the Team sters is not only 
a problem and a symbol for the government, 
which in effect has licensed him to te1! 
it to go to hell and refuse to cooperate with 
it 
He is a problem and a symbol for the 
union movement in the United States. If his 
views prevail, unionism will undergo a kind 
of G resham 's law' that bad currency drives 
good currency into hiding. 
The only way to outdo Hoffa will be the 
classical way of out-Heroding Herod — to be 
more like Herod than Herod, himself. 
This is wh\ President Eisenhower is in the 
national debate over labor reform. It is why 
the Senate Rackets Committee is recapitulat­ 
ing what it has learned. It is why Jam es 
R Hoffa is the most discussed figure on the 
contemporary scene. 
Here is no powder-puff debate on an aca­ 
demic question, hut a crossroads decision 
about the America labor movement. If it 
cannot be held answerable for its action. 
it will lose the benefit of the tolerance that 
has enabled it to grow under a system of 
federal licensing administered by the N a­ 
tional Labor Relations Board and the courts. 
That would be a glum day for unionism. 
It would be a glum day for the United 
States. 
Warned by his fellow Americans that he 
was fooling with disaster, Mr. Hoffa’s com ­ 
ment was, ‘‘To hell with them .” That was a 
glum thing, too. It left an extremely glum 
taste in the mouth of everybody who had 
been hoping for the best from the labor 
movement. 
There seems to be a good deal of that sort 
of thing lately. 


Multi-Billion-Dollar Peace Prize 


The prize that awaits peacemakers in the 


mid-20th century is worth working for. It is 


coveted as much by Prem ier Khrushchev as 


by President Eisenhower 


It is the multi-billion-dollar saving 
that 
could be brought about if the only two po­ 
tential w arm akers dared to call off their 
arm am ent race 


Beyond that 
would be the billions that 
could be saved by all the lesser nations which 
do not have it withiq their power to initiate 
war or enforce peace, though their fate is 
tied to the decisions of the potential w ar­ 
m akers 
lf as little as half the spending that un­ 
derwrites the arm am ent race could be divert­ 
ed into more useful purposes for the next 
five years, it would mark the dawn of a 
golden era 
With the money that would be released for 
constructive spending, all the highways, hos­ 
pitals and other public improvements now- 
under consideration could be built without 
debt. 
Or if by some still greater miracle, all mil­ 
itary spending could be diverted to other 
purposes, this could be done and taxes cut 
so drastically that available buying power 


for consumer goods would be increased by 
as much as 25 per cent. 
The Union of Socialist Soviet Republics, 
plagued by a chronic shortage of consumer 
goods, has an even livelier interest in the 
possibility of arm am ent cutbacks than the 
United States. 
The aim would not be the one that preoc­ 
cupied the great nations in the '20s. when 
they believed total disarm am ent should be 
the ultimate goal There is no current inter­ 
est in total disarmament but only in control 
over arm am ent, to keep its punitive cost from 
breaking the backs of those who must bear 
the burden. 
This is one point on which the United States 
and Russia share a common viewpoint. They 
must bear the main burden for the arm s 
race that has grown out of the tension their 
cold war has generated. They have an equal 
interest in any proposal that might keep the 
burden from crushing them. 
Their ideological differences, it must be as­ 
sumed. 
will remain 
irreconcilable. 
But 
it 
does not have to be assumed that they cannot 
break the deadlock which is costing the Unit­ 
ed States 39 billion dollars in the current 
budget and is imposing an even heavier bur­ 
den on the Russian economy 


Politics Can't Be Left Out Of It 


If it were possible to leave politics out of 


the actions of a politician, this would be the 


time to do it — while Vice Prescient Nixon > 


visit to the Soviet Union is being appraised 


But politics can't be left out of anything 


that Richard Nixon does, because he is the 
most intensely political personality of the 
day and will be more so as President Eisen­ 
hower moves toward the date of his own 
mandatory retirement from politics 
This has galled the vice president’s op­ 
ponents both inside and outside his 
own 
party since he was tapped for political prom ­ 
inence as the running mate of the Republican 
party’s shoo-in candidate in 1952. Rarely in 
U.S. history' has anyone been given a greater 
opportunity to shine in presidential politics 
But the significant thing about Richard 
Nixon — politically — is that he shone 
In 
every assignment he has drawn, he has 
turned in a distinguished performance. He 
is the despair of opponents who wait for him 
to stumble so they can push him out of sight.

One was Ni­ 
kita. the Needler, an imperious dictator whose 
word was law to millions.

THE GLOBAL C H EER S switched from the 
world leaders to a boy and girl. Moscow and 
Washington suddenly gave way to a garden 
in Verona. The bands went from “ Hail to 
the Chief” to "A Pretty Girl 
Is Like a 
Melody.” Shakespeare, Irving Berlin. Rod- 
Rers ti Hammerstein. Aesop and Hans Chris­ 
tian Anderson gave the Men of the Hour 
"the bum's rush.” 
To Nikita’s “ You can t do this to me * 
cam e “ Izzat so! ” from a pink babe known 
as Cupid. Two kids named Steve and Anne 
Marie had stolen the show . 
A Norwegian village had snatched the spot­ 
light from Moscow. Novosibirsk, Leningrad. 
W arsaw and Geneva. 
Three words, "I love you” drowned out a 
million on war. politics, air bases and atomic 
destruction. 


Whether asked to go stumping for the Re­ 
publican party in a lost-cause election, as he 
did last fall. or to represent the United States 
in a formal function abroad, as he and Mrs 
Nixon did in London last November, he left 
no doubt of his ability to perform his mission 
with dignity and brilliance. 
And since the Nixons, man and wife. are 
the present essence of politics, this would 
seem to be the time to observe that their 
success as a team is derived from the rarest 
of political traits — one that all politicians 
treasure but few politicians possess.

Do People Of The l .S. Really Want Khrushchev? 


Flaws Seen Iii Moscow-Peiping Axil 


By Sygman Rhee, President, Republic Of South Korea 


SEOUL 
Diplomats, scholars and journal­ 
ists have been speculating about 
the Moscow - Peiping Axis ever 
since it cam e into being The re­ 
sultant conclusions are often con­ 
tradictory 


Some view the alliance as weak 
and as of little importance Others 
consider it the backbone of inter­ 
national Communism 
Tlje truth 
probably lies somewhere in 
be­ 
tween. 
Because of geography, expansion­ 
ism and internal power structures, 
China and Russia have been in fre­ 
quent conflict situations during the 
modern period 
and even before 
The underdeveloped frontier zones 
of Manchuria, Mongolia and Sin 
kiang are coveted 
by 
both 
and 
these ambitions are not easily miti­ 
gated. 
It m ay be that in the long sweep 
of history the Moscow - Peiping 
partnership is temporary, that it 
will break down quickly under the 
stresses and strains to come. How­ 
ever. for the moment the partner­ 
ship is a fact that the free world 
must face. It can be destroyed but 
it cannot be wished away 


RED CHINA is obviously dissat­ 
isfied with the amount of assist­ 
ance it is receiving from the Sovlet 
Union Despite grandiose claims of 
industrialization, the Peiping re ­ 
gime is still dependent upon Rus­ 
sia for heavy machinery and for 
the larger implements of war — 
planes, tanks, heavy artillery, roll­ 
ing stock, vehicles and so on And. 
with famine stalking the Chinese 
mainland this year after devastat­ 
ing floods and the breakdown of 
the communes. Peiping unquestion­ 
ably will try t§ obtain grains and 
other foodstuffs from 
the Soviet 
Union 
For the present. Red China has 
no choice. A slight amount of help 
m ay come from the satellites and 
even 
from free 
world countries 
which falsely believe they see a 
huge and prosperous m arket 
in 
Communist China. But Russia must 
be the m ajor supplier or there will 
be no supplies As long as mainland 
China 
remains 
under 
Red 
rule 
there is no substitute for reliance 
upon the Soviet. 


RUSSIA’S ATTITUDE does not 
appear to support the building of a 
strong China in the shortest period 
of time. Naturally, the Soviet gives 
lip service to Peiping’s cause in 
the international arena but. even 
there, enthusiasm is notably lack­ 
ing. Russia does not want a strong, 
prosperous, modernized China of 
m ore than 600 million people crash­ 
ing into the underpopulated lands 
of northern Asia 
This does not mean that the So­ 
viets will stop trying to use the 
Chinese Communists for aggres­ 
sions against 
free 
Asia. 
Peiping 
could not have entered the Korean 
War, for example, without the en­ 
couragement and support of Mos­ 
cow. 
Fortunately for the rest of our 
region, the Chinese learned that, 
when they pull Russian chestnuts 
out of the fire, their own hands get 
burned. 
They 
did 
not 
like 
the 
flame-throwers and bombs arrayed 
against them and will think long 
and carefully before being drawn 
into another such military adven­ 
ture 
It is revealing that, in all the 
preliminary skirmishing for a sum ­ 
mit conference, the Russians have 
said 
almost 
nothing 
about 
Red 
China. This could be because the 
Russian Communists 
realize 
the 
strength 
of 
.American 
sentiment 
against negotiation with or recog­ 
nition of the Peiping regime It also 
can be a reflection of Russian dis­ 
interest in getting Red China to 
the summit or any place else where 
Chinese interests might run count­ 
er to those of the Soviet 
If a full summit conference were 
held. Russia probably would m ake 
propagandistic affirmations of sup­ 
port for Red China, urging recog­ 
nition. United Nations m em bersh’p. 
Communist - style peace in Korea, 


surrender of Formose and similar 
measures. Yet it is doubtful that 
the Soviet Union would press very 
hard to promote the aggressive 
aims of its Chinese 
partner; 
at 
least it has yet to do so. 


THE REAL KEY to the Moscow- 
Peiping situation lies in the policy 
and action of the United States. 
Two meetings of foreign ministers 
at Geneva have already shown the 
futility of any summ it conference. 
Forty years of negotiation with 
Communism have demonstrated the 
uselessness anc? grave danger of 
even the agreements reached w'ith 
them They do not keep their word, 
and never will as long as they are 
Communists. 
In rejecting the summit on Rus­ 
sia’s terms, the United States has 
entered upon a new course of great 
strength and firmness. If America 
goes on from there with positive, 
constructive policies, Communism 
cannot long endure 
When Communism fails to get 
what it wants by guile and threat. 
it will have only the alternative of 
war and that the Soviet dares not 
to undertake. Whatever damage it 
might 
inflict 
upon 
the 
United 
States, its own slave empire would 
fall apart We must not forget the 
lessons 
of 
Hungary 
and 
Tibet. 
When such new opportunities arise. 
we must be prepared to seize them. 


‘Seasoning* Needed

MADISON. WIS 
The real reason for freakish sum ­ 
mers, “ slow” springs, and “ early” 
falls and winters is that there are 
not enough seasons in 
the year, 
according 
to 
scientists 
at 
the 
University of Wisconsin 


They are trying to take the kinks 
out of 
the 
growing season 
for 
farm ers who want to predict their 
crops more accurately and 
it 
is 
suggested that 72 instead of the 
present 
four 
seasons 
would 
be 
more accurate. 


THE THEORY is advanced by 
Dr 
Jen-yu 
Wang, 
a 
China-born 
meteorologist from Fukien Chris­ 
tian University currently on loan 
to the University of Wisconsin. 
He 
maintains 
that 
reorganiza­ 
tion of the calendar so that it 
would conform with “ the true sea­ 
sons 
of nature” would e n s u r e 
against vacations that are spoiled 
by 
“ unseasonable" 
periods 
and 
would put money in the pockets of 
farm ers 
chronically disappointed 
by the weather. 
Dr 
W a n g adds that agrome- 
terorology, which is his little known 
.specialty, was practiced as early 
as 500 B C F arm ers in those days. 
he says, were closer to nature than 
today s farm ers are and therefore 
more in tune with climatic condi­ 
tions. 
During the 
Han 
Dynasty 
in 
China, time was reckoned on the 
phenological calendar, which was 
based on the appearance of plant 
life The Chinese divided the year 
into 24 seasons and each season 
into three sub-seasons. Each of the 
62 sub-seasons was m arked by a 
recognized event in the plant cycle 
In worldwide studies. Dr. Wang 
has found that primitive peoples 
everywhere have hit upon similar 
systems and are seldom surprised 
by the weather. When they are, it 
is sufficiently suprising that they 
give it some name which survives 
for 
generations, 
such 
as 
“ The 
Year of the Big Snow,” or “ The 
Year of No-Summer." 
American Indians used a similar 
phenological 
approach, 
according 
to 
Dr. 
Wang, and planted corn 
each year when the 
white 
oak 
leaves r e a c h e d the size of a 
m ou ses ear. 
This 
is far more sensible he 
maintains, than to follow some ab­ 
stract calendar, because the grow­ 
ing seasons of the 
plants 
are 
elaborately coordinated by nature 
Dr. Wang says the great source 


of error in our weather forecasting, 
when it comes to guiding the farm ­ 
ers. is that all the stress is placed 
on air tem peratures 
He 
points 
out these tem peratures are such a 
“ surface indicator” that they are 
very unreliable as an indicator for 
the growth and 
development 
of 
crops. 


IN DEMONSTRATING his point 
to corn growers, 
he 
has 
taken 
ground tem peratures to predict the 
date of crop maturity and has 
come within 21* days of hitting it 
exactly. This compares with lour 
days by the best performance of 
all other scientific methods. 


Dr Wang's forecast is based on 
soil tem peratures 
from 
one day 
prior to planting to 12 days after­ 
ward. and Prof. Reid A. Bryson, 
c h a i r m a n of the meterology 
department, credits it with being 
worth thousands of 
dollars 
this 
year to Wisconsin corn 
farmers 
following it 
The I

Weather 
Bureau does not report soil tem ­ 
peratures.

Already there are varying points 
of view in this country as to what 
the reaction of the American peo­ 
ple will be in the cities to be 
visisted by Khrushchev 
Certainly any disorderly demon­ 
strations w o u l d only 
result 
in 
worldwide criticism on the theory 
that the Americans were not as 
courteous to the Soviet Premier as 
the people of the Soviet U n i o n 
have been toward Vice President

But inside the U n i t e d 
States — unlike the situation in

hundreds of thousands of Amer­ 
icans who came

torship, there will be no suppres­ 
sion of emotions. 
Their point of view toward the 
Moscow autocracy which has or­ 
dered the m urder or exile of so 
many innocent people fn the last 
several years 
is 
deeply 
rifled. 
They cannot forget. 


IT IS TRUE that, after wars are 
over, friendly feelings toward for­ 
mer enemies often are developed 
Rut the governments which ruled 
in Nazi Germany, in militaristic 
Japan 
and 
Fascist 
Italy 
have 
been removed 
and 
free 
govern­ 
ments established 
No such change has occurred in

car; we “ put” it somewhere — 
usually in the space behind Hub- 
hell’s Grocery. Autoists were still 
in the minority.

Things hummed until bedtime 
I 
recall that one sum m er 
when 
I 
worked in the pick of the two cloth­ 
ing stores, 
the owners used to 
squint up and down the .street and 
never closed up until Main st was 
conspicuously empty 
The crowd from the late show at 
Lee’s Theater would come along 
later, but there was no spending 
money in it anyway 
It was m ost­ 
ly the young-lover group heading 
for one of the tw'o ice cream p ar­ 
lors. 
I rem embered these things when 
T saw the account of an experi­ 
ment in four blocks of downtown 
Toledo to make “ being downtown' 
as much fun as 
it 
used 
to 
be 
There's a world of difference be­ 
tween Toledo and my hometown 
but both of them have the problem 
of doing something to keep “ down­ 
town” in the running. 
The idea is not to put anything 
else out of the running but to keep 
the central core of town from dy­ 
ing on the metropolitan vine It is 
entitled to its fair share of the 
popular interest that makes com­ 
m erce profitable. 
In Toledo, an experiment is under 
way to draw crowds downtown by 
making a few blocks into a mall. 
with trees, shrubs, flowers, benches 
and so on — no automobiles. 
In other cities, even more am bi­ 
tious projects have been undertak­ 
en to make people think about go­ 
ing downtown the way we thought 
about it away back there when the 
curbs were still lined with hitching 
racks 
What do I mean — “ away back 
th e re "0 It wasn't that long ago It 
was only because in my hometown 
they kept the racks long after they 
had been removed in other towns. 


I can recall the agony of stumbl­ 
ing into one of them the night of 
the class fight when I was a fresh­ 
man in high school — and that 
wasn't “ away back there” by any 
means. World War I was over and 
“ normalcy” had been restored. 


But things have been happening 
in general faster than they have 
been happening to the downtown 
areas of towns and cities in this 
part of the country. There is lost 
time to be made up Some theories 
about what would and would not be 
true in mid-century are having to 
be revised. 
For instance, “ downtown” didn't 
die the way some of the worry 
warts were sure it would when the 
shopping c e n t e r s proliferated. 
There is no reason it cannot pros­ 
per. because it is. after all, the 
original and still the biggest shop­ 
ping center of all. 
But something needs to be done 
to restore the zing and zest it used 
to have when everybody went there 
on Saturday night This is not be­ 
yond the realm of possibility. It is 
not, in truth, even a far stretch of 
the imagination 
There's 
nothing 
wrong 
with 
downtown that would not be for­ 
gotten in a hurry with a little shift 
of emphasis here and there. In To­ 
ledo. if the experiment works out. 
it could be as simple as making 
automobiles stay on the side streets 
and closing the season on pedes­ 
trians.
